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Condition when received: The broadside was in poor condition. The , . 
wove sheet consisted of moderately thick, hajidmade paper that, was a 
dark crearn color. It had been folded into 10 sections at some time in the 
past. Folds, were weak and failing in some areas. The top edge was 
degraded to a dark yellow color and suffered embrittlement with 
multiple tears. The sheet was moderately grimy. 
Conservation treatment: The paper was surface cleaned using 
polyethylene eraser crumbs (Stsaedtler) moved with a softbmsh. The 
sheet was submerged in a series of baths using deionized water 
conditioned to pH 8.0 using a combinatiofi of ammonium hydroxide • 
(Nasco) and calcium hydroxide (Nasco). The paper was allowed to dry 
thoroughly between each of three baths. The third bath was conditioned 
. using only calcium hydroxide, As a result, a minute amount of alkaline 
reserve (calcium carbonate) was amalgamated and precipitated in the 
paper. After washing, the paper was lighter in color, discoloration was 
diminished, and the. acidic content was lower. Mending was carried out 
using natural, tosa tengujo paper (5 gm weight, Japanese Paper Place) 
and secured with a combination of methylcellulose (A4M, Talais) and zm 
shofu wheat starch paste (BopkMakers). The sheet was housed in an 
archival paper folder and placed in a four-flap enclosure.

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HE Number of Infirmaries 
which have been ereded in this 
Kingdom, and the flouriihing 
Condition in which they con- 
tinue, after many Years Expe- 
rience, evidently (hew the Expe- 
diency and Excellence of a like 
Provlfion, wherever it can be 
mide, for the Relief of tbofe un- 
happy Perfons who fland in Need 
of fuch Affiftance ; I mean, the laborious, indoftrious 
Poor, the moft ufeful Part of Society, the Iliches and 
Strength of every Country, who are under the united 
Dilireffes of Sicknefs and Poverty ; and who, in their 
bell Circumftances, have frequently too little to render 
their Lives comfortable. 

there Is a Period put to the long and expanfjve 
War which the Nation hath been engaged in, by a Peace 
that feems to promife fair to be firrn and laSing, one 
would now hope, that the evident Succefs attending the 
Infirmaries, which have been provided in other Coun- 
ties, fhould encourage a like generous Defign, for the Be- 
nefit of our own and its Neighbourhood, and that nothing 
more can be neceffary to excite the Hearts of the Bene- 
volent, to contribute all in their Power to begin and per- 
fe£l this good Work, than the laying before them a 
general View of the Ends intended, arid the Benefits 
which may be expedled from fuch an Houfe of Charity. 

The Poor, in all ordinary and common Cafes, are 
provided for by A£ls of Parliament, ana Officers appointed 
in every Pariih to take Care of them. But no Mctliod 
hath been yet found out by the Legiflature, to extend the 
publick Relief to numerous occafional Objcdis of Cha- 
rity, who are difabled from making any Provifion for 
themfelves and Families, by long and painful Diikmpers, 
or fudden and grievous Accidents ; and who, as they are 
xiot, and cannot be fupplied by the Parilh OfHcers, with 
fuch Affiilances as are abfolately neceffary to their Cure, 
mufl often inevitably perifh without fome farther fUiief. 
They have the Misfortune to be too nccclTitous to fupply 
themfelves, and yet not indigent enough to be taken on 
the Parilh ; and are therefore too generally left to lan- 
guifh in Afflidion, without any benevolent Hand to rffard 
ihem the Neceffaries they want, or to fuffer through the 
wretched Quackery of ignorant People ; who, by pre- 
tending to cure, often deftroy them, or by rafli an J un- 
flci'fu' Applications increale their Diforders, and leave 
them more miferable than thuy fpund them. 

The only effidual Method hitherto found out, for 
fupplving fuch indigent Perfons wish every Thing proper 
for their fpeedy Recovery from Diforders, and under the 
diftreffing Accdent? which befal them, hath been the 
opening Publick Infirmaries, to be maintained by 
voluntary Subfcriptions and Bencfaflions ; into which all 
ihofs poor and unhappy Perfons, who are deemed Ob- 
jedts oi- fuch Cht^rity. may be received, fufiiciently pro- 
vided for, and taken under the Care of a Phyfician and 
Sur^^eon, that they may be treated in the beft Manner, 
and as their fevcral Cafes (liall require. 

To prr.vent any Mifapplication of Subfcriptions and 
Benefaftioos. Rules are mjde for every iNpiawARy now 
fubfiliinp:, and Reports of the State of t'^eir Alf.iirs are 
publiflicd every YcdT ; froir. which maybe colletU'd all 



the neceffary Regulations, under which fuch an Infir- 
mary may be eltablifhed in this County, on a good and 
lafting Foundation, without Danger of any great Miftake ; 
fince all thofe Rules and Orders have been found, by long 
Experience, to be abundantly fufficient to promote the 
Ends, and fscure the Continuance, of thefe extenfively 
ufeful Charities. 

The Provifion of an Edifice, whether by building a 
new one, or repairing an old one, for the Reception of 
the poor Patients, is abfolutely neceffary to execute this 
benevolent Scheme, for relieving thofe who are peculiarly 
the Objedls of it ; fince Phyficians and Surgeons cannot 
give therr Attendance, nor can the proper Medicines be 
difpenled with any Conveniency, if the Patients be wide 
from one another, and there be not a fi.ved Place, where 
every Thing may be tranfadied in Reference to them. 
Abu ihoiiga ihe pfOVidiijg ruCh Place mu(t be attendO 
with an extraordinary Expence ; yet it fliould be con- 
fidered, that it comes but once ; and, as it will render 
the Execution of the Charity rnuch lefs expenfive in many 
Inftances, this Expence mny ju(Uy be faid to be annually 
decreafing ; and, after fome Years to be quite annihi- 
lated : — A Confideration which fliould excite all the Pro- 
moters of this excellent Defign to a more liberal Sub- 
fcription at the full, than it may ever afterwards bs ne- 
ceffary for them to make. 

'Tis a confiderab'e Advantsge alfo to the Patients 
themfelves, to be placed in clean and ivholefome Apart- 
ments, and kept to a regular and proper Diet, which 
in many Cafes is as much, or more neceffary to them than 
Phyfick iifelf. It is a farther Advantage, chat fuch Edi- 
fice will be a Repofitory for the Medicines that are to be 
made Ui'e of; which may be procured at the eafieii 
Rates, and which, ., when adminillered by the Prefcrip- 
tion' of an able Phyfician, will be of fo inconfiderabte 
Expence, as that n^tjch greater Sums vjould not be of th.rt 
cxtenfive Service to the Patients, applied in any other 
Way. The Infirmary alfo will be a proper Place 
where the Contributors are to meet, and traniafi the 
Bufinefs appertaining to the Charity : And as a conllde- 
rable Number of them will ahvays be upon the Spot, and 
have their Weekly Meetings, they wiil be able effcdually 
to pi-event any Mifappllcations, or to reiXUy any £cci- 
dental Diforders. 

It is farther worthy of Obfervation, that foms of our 
Poor who have been diarcffed by Sicknefs or Accident, ' 
and coiiW not get Relief anjf other Way, have feen 
removed from this County toidiftant Infirmaries :''Siu 
the Expcncej of fending. them' thither, and of bringing 
them Home again, are Asid lo be much grerittr t'h^n 
would maintain fuch Perfons, and provide AfSilance and 
Medicines for their Recovery', could they be taken Care 
of at an Infirmaky in theCouiUy to which they belong. 

There is a religioas Ufc to be mride of this Charity, 
U'hich will undoubtedly have its Weight with every pood 
ChriUian. The Clergy have in other Places, and doubt- 
lefs would in this, attend by Rotation, and officiate daily 
to the Edification and Comfort of the Patients. There 
are many ufeful Books which tady be put iiico their 
Hands,- both in Time of Illncfj, and on their Recovery ; 
by the Pcrufal of which, it may reafonably be hoped, 
many would go out of the iNpjRMARy, greatly impro- 
ved in their Morih as well as in their Ue;iUh. 



As therefore no Inconvenience can arife out of the 
Nature of the Charity I have been recommending, or' 
attend the Execution of it, but what may be obviated by' 
the Rules and Orders drawn up for the Government of 
the feveral Hospitals already erefted in this Kingdom, 
and by the prudent Management of the Contributors :— 
As there are fo many real and fubflantial Benefits, which 
muft arife from the careful and prudent Diredtion of it : 
— As the Perfons to be provided for, by it, are the 
Wretched and Helplefs, made fo by Diftemper or Acci- 
dent, who can have a feafonable Remedy by no other 
Provifion : — Since the ExaVlole of all the EngUJh Counties 
around us recommend fuch an Eftablilhmeot for their 
Benefit: — Since Humanity, Corapaffion, and Chrilliaa 
Charity, powerfully plead in their Favour, it is there- 
fore moft humbly and earneflly recofflmended to the 
Great and Good, to the Able and Benevolent, candidly 
and ferioufly to confider the Nacmc and Advantagesof 
this Propofsl. and give their Advice and Affiftance to- 
v.'ards the efl^'cSing fo laudable and ufeful a Defign. And 
as the Nobility, Gentry, and Clergy of this County are 
no Ways inferior to thofe of others, for their Integrity, 
Humanity of Nature, Chriftian Spirit, and Abilities to 
do Good ; with their Encouragement this excellent Charity 
cannot fail of fucceeding, nor fuch an Infirmary of 
being efiablilhed, as flial! do hifting Honour to the Foun- 
ders of it, and be of perpetual Service to the Poor and 
Miferable. The Gentlemen of our City, who profefa 
Phyfick and Surgery, bear fO worthy a Charader, that 
there can be no Reafon to doubt of their Readinefs to 
attend, without Fee, or other Reward than the Pleafure 
of doing Good, to all fuch unhappy Perfons who may Hand 
in Need of their Affiilance ; and our noble and generous 
Prelate hath given a convincing Proof of his Publick 
Spirit, by being fo greatly Inllrumental in raifing a fpa- 
cious Edifice for publick Utility. It would therefore be 
InjulHce to his amiable Charafter, to doubt of his good 
VViihes for the Succefs of . this Propofal, or of his ufing 
every Method, which can be reafonably expedted from 
him, of contributing to the Succefs of it. And ftiould 
his Lordfhip think proper to patronize the Defign, by 
perfonaliy applying to thofe who are able to carry it into 
Execution, (a Thing very little indeed to be expeiled frotn 
him, after fuch Fatigue of this Kind as he has already 
encountered) the good Effeft of it could not but be anfwer- 
abie to the vvormcll Wiihes of the Benevolent. For we are 
very fenfible, that, on a late charitable Occifion, fe- 
verai Hundred Poimids were raifed by his Lordlhip's 
Ex;irop!e and lofiaencc, more than in all Probability 
would ever h.ive bsen advanced, without that engaging 
Excitement'. 

The Perfon who has the Pleafure of making this 
Application Oiouid think himfclf extremely happy, could 
he contribute in any Meifure to the Succefs of it. A 
'i'enderncfs of Conftitution, together with his private 
Station in Life, have rendered him efer unfit for applying 

perfonaily on any fuch Occafions. But his Lov;- to his 

Country, and his Coinp-.ffion for the Unhappy, prompt 
him thus to addrefs the Publick j humbly hoping, that 
Providence will favour his good Intentions, and That the 
Importance and Utility Of the Deficjn will fecure the 
general Atceation and Encouragement.
